WHEREAS, the Boone County Board of Supervisors received a petition to vacate and abandon 
a portion of Quartz Ave in the SW ¼ of the NE ¼ section 26 AND SE ¼ of the NW ¼ section 26 – signed 
by the owners of property adjacent to proposed right of way vacation, abandon and transfer a portion 
of Boone County Roadway, and 

WHEREAS, the following is the legal description provided by Boone County Engineering 
Department: commencing at center of section 26, T. 84 N., R. 26 W. of the 5th P.M. Boone County, 
Iowa, thence N. 00°11'22" E. 584.98 feet to the point of beginning; thence N. 72° 03'38" W. 52.50 feet; 

thence N. 00°11'22" E. 161.64 feet; thence S.72°03'38" E. 105.00 feet; thence S. 00°11'22" W. 161.64 
feet; thence N.72°03'38" W. 52.50 feet to the point of beginning containing 0.37 acre.  of road right of
